Cannonism to Be Issue of Next 
Campaign, with Overthrow 
of Speaker as Insur- 
gents’ Sole Aim. 


PARTY SPLIT IN TWAIN. 


O’Laughlin Says if Regeneration 
‘Is Not Accomplished a New 
Political Organization 
Is Sure. 


That an accurate understanding might be had 
of political conditiohs in the middle western 
states, The Tribune ordered Mr. O’Laughiia 
to make a thorough investigation and to write a 
series of articles presenting the facts in an un- 
biased way. The first article appears below. 
“ The Tribune reserves to itself the right to 
make such editorial expressions upon Mr, 
O’Laughlin’s reports as may seem to it proper 
Editor Tribune. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

I haye just returned to Chicago, having 
visited central and southern Illinois, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, and Indiana. I have discussed 
politics with United States senators, con- 
gressmen, federal officials, state officers, 
members of state legislatures, editors of 
newspapers, political bosses and politicians, 
and plain citizens. 

The significant fact which my investigation 
has developed is the resentment everywhere 
expressed in the communities I visited to 
the governmental control exercised by such 
conservative stand-patters as Senator Ald- 
rich of Rhode Island and Speaker Cannon of 
Illinois. 

As @ corollary, and of far greater impor- 
; tance, is the further fact that the Republican 
party is arrayed into two hostile camps, both 
defiant, both determined to rule or ruin, On 
the one harfd are the stalwarts, the men who 
have supported or who believe in what so 
frequently has been described as reactionary 
policies, standing unitedly behind Senator 
Aldrich and Mr. Cannon. On the other, and 
unquestionably in the majority, are the so- 
called insurgents, impatient of restraint, de- 
termined that the forward movement of the 
nation, begun under President Rooseveit, 
shall not be arrested. 

The only conclusion possible to arrive at is 
that the Republican party must be, to use a 
term of the insurgents, *‘ regenerated,” or 
a third party will be the outcome. 


Present Situation Serious. 

This situation is so serious as to deserve 
the most careful study and. 
the leaders of the Republican party. The 
Democratic party, owing to the participa- 
tion of many of its representatives in the 
scramble for high tariff duties, cannot take 
advantage of the present plight of its his 
torle enemy. Moreover, in the Democratic 
party, as in the Republican party, there is 
a proportion of independent voters so large 
as to swing an election in any direction 
it considers advisable. 

It may be suggested that for some years 
now the independent vote has been of such 
a size as to demand consideration from party 
leaders. But never in the middle west has 
it attained the figure which it is today. I 
say this with full realization of the fact 
that there is an undertone of conservatism 
in the states comprised within this section. 

What is the cause of this condition? I 
discovered that the character of tariff re- 
vision given the party at the extra session 
which closed in August had something to 
do with it. But. after all, this was merely 
symptomatic. The prime objection is based 
upon the general unwillingness longer to per- 
mit the government to be directed by such 
men as Senator Aldrich and Speaker Can- 
non; longer to permit the popular wil? for 
advanced legislation to be thwarted by the 
attitude of these representatives. 


Aldrich and Cannon Distrusted. 


For Senator Aldrich there exists admira- 
tion for his personal honesty and integrity, 
for his high ability and decisive character. 
But the middle west believes that Aldrich has 
been reared in an environment totally differ- 
ent from that in which it lives. It charges 
that his association with capital has warped 
his views as to the needs of the people out“ 


his direction of the United States senate is 
in its interest. It looks upon Speaker Can- 
non as tarred with the same brush, but there 
seems to be greater objection to him person- 
ally as well as officially. The insurgents 
have been busy with oratorical paint brush- 
es, and they have presented the speaker in 
an unlovely way. 

It is not much to say that the overshadow- 
ing issue of the congressional campaign next 
year will be Aldrichism and Cannonism. So 
far as Senator Aldrich is concerned, his posi- 
tion in his state is unassailable, A different 
situation exists with respect to Speaker Can 
non. 

It is the intention of the insurgents in the 
states which I visited to require a pledge 
from every Republican elected that he will 
vote against Cannon for another term in the 
speaker’s chair. Subsidiary to this proposi- 
tion is that the rules of the house of repre- 
sentatives shall be revised. In behalf of the 
speaker it may be said he is meeting the 
issue courageously. He has gone into the 
heart of the insurgent region, he has ex- 
pressed his views as to insurgency in no un- 


| cértain words, and he is prepared to carry on 


the campaign with the intense vigor of his 
character. In doing this he has taken a 
course precisely in accordance with the 
wishes of the insurgents. They believe they 
can win if the issue be Cannonism. 


Issue Will Be Cannonism. “ 

And from all indications this will be the 
issue. There is undoubtedly a demand for 
tariff revision which shall be unquestion- 
ably downward. There is a demand for addi- 
tional railroad regulation. There is a de- 
mand for corporation legislation. But the 
overshadowing demand is that the control 
of the national legislature shall be in the 
hands of men who may be depended upon to 
do what the people want, not in the hands of 
men who divert the legislation sought by 
the people of the middie west into blind chan- 
nels that lead nowhere. When this desire ig 
realised. then it follows that the legislation 
deemed essential to the national welfare will 
‘be secured, 

Take up the situation in detall. In mi- 
noié an opportunity . will ‘be afforded next 
month to pass upon the Cannon issue. A suc-

EMPEROR LOSES FIRST AID. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.) 

TOKIO, Oct. 26.—Prince Hirobum! Ito, the 
famous Japanese statesman, has been assas- 
sinated by a Corean at Harbin. He was 
killed by a bomb, which severely wounded 
the Japanese coneul general and the presi- 
dent of the Southern Manchuria railroad. 

The fateful news was received in Tokio at 
8 o'clock this afternoon. The dispatch con- 
tained only the brief announcement that 
Prince Ito had been assassinated. The news 
caused great grief and consternation. 

Prince Ito spent Saturday and Sunday at 
Mukden, where he conferred with Hsi Liang, 
the viceroy. 

Prince Ito was four times premier of Japan 
and during the war with China he was at the 
head of the government. In the Russian war 
he was the chief power behind the throne, and 
up to the present time ee eee 2 in 


Prince Ito had gone to Harbin to meet M. 
Kokovsoff, the Russian minister of finance. 
The prince was president of the privy coun- 
cil of Japan. 

The subjects to be discussed at the confer- 
ence were not suggested in the Japanese 
overtures and M. Kokovsoff in accepting the 
invitation to meet Prince Ito barred political! 
questions. The meeting was planned at Har- 
bin because the Russian refused to go to 
Tokio. 

Russian statesmen are seriously consider- 
ing the sale of the Russian railroad interests 
in that territory, and this prospect, it was 
expected, would be discussed. 

Prince Ito was perhaps the greatest states- 
man of new Japan. The achieVement with 
which hig name has beem chiefly associated 
in the minds of occidentale was the framing 
of the imperial constitution by virtue of 
which Japan took her place for the first tims 
in the rank of modern civilized states. 


MIKADO’S CHIEF ADVISER. 

As the emperor's trusted adviser and the 
medium through which the state was placed 
on a constitutional basis, Prince Ito was 
regarded as one of the positive factors which 
have helped to win for Japan her present 
standing among nations. 

The prince was 68 years old. 

Prince Ito was the first to see the absolute 
necessity of Japan’s adopting the western 
civilization if she would hold a place amcng 
the nations of the world. As a boy he fought 
against the shogun in onder to put the em- 
peror in power; and when the new govern- 
ment was constituted in 1858 he was one of 
the chief organizers, being vice minister of 
finance and public works. 

At that time he was only 27 years it age. 


Two years later he was sent to the United 


States to study our financial system, whith he 
introduced at home; and at the age of 80 he 
was sent abroad as a special] envoy to arrange 
treaties with the European powers. 


STUDENT OF STATECRAFT. 

A little later the prince was in Europe stu- 
dying the constitutione of the principal na- 
tions, and after that back in Tokio writing 
the constitution which now governs Japan. 

The Japan of today, with its wonderful sys- 
tem of finance and banks, its parliament 
elected by the people, and the machinery of 
its government, which is one of the best in 
the world, was largely formed by him, now 
more than a quarter of a century ago. 

Prinee Ito began his life young. He was 
only 22 when, after trying in vain to drive the 
foreign gunboats out of Yokohama he slipped 
away one dark night and got a ship for 
Shanghal, having determined to visit the 
western world and spy out the secrets of the 
barbarians who then threatened the existence 
of his country. 


SHIPPED BEFORE MAST. 

Ito and Marquis Inouye took passage on 
another ship at Shanghai, and by it made 
their way around the Cape of Good Hope to 
Europe. They had arranged for money be- 
forehand, but in some way there was a mis- 
understanding.

After a day of mysterious conferences the 
name of J. P. Morgan last night appeared 
largely in the foreground of the negotiations 
for the purchase of the John R. Walsh rail- 
roads. 

Representatives of the New York financier 
spent the day with the Walsh aids, and the 
details of the change in control are said to 
have been worked out before the last of the 
meetings ended. 

The figures in the negotiations are said to 
be such that the successful conclusion of the 
diplomatic bargaining insures the release of 
Walsh's guarantors by the payment in full 
of their obligations to the allied banks. 

Walsh also will be enabled to meet his in- 
debtednesses with the proceeds of the sale, 
but can hope for little for himself, after all 
obMgations are satisfied. 


Future of Roads Problematical. 

What Morgan will do with the roads, the 
Southern Indiana and the Illinois Southern, 
was largely a matter of conjecture last night. 
It was pointed out, however, that while Mor- 
gan himself has no partiality for railroad 
operation, he has close financial alliances 
with J. J. Hill, and ie a director in many. of the 
Hill enterprises. 

A derived surmise was that he might be act- 
ing less for himself than for the ruler of the 
Northern Pacific. 

Hill's name was connected by rumor with 
the Walsh roads three weeks ago, but dental 
followed.

Leaders Leave St Louis with 
Hope of Deep Waterway. 


VESSELS IN BIG DISPLAY, 


Thousands Cheer President as He Em- 
barks on Gayly Decorated Ship 
at Head of Long Line. 


BUSY DAY IN MISSOURI CITY. 


PRESIDENT’S PROGRAM TODAY. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 25.—(Special.j—The 
presidential expedition down the Mississippi 
in quest of deep waterway sentiment began 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon. As the ship's 
bells banged the hour, the flagship Oleander, 
with President Taft aboard, headed into the 
muddy stream and the fleet of twenty-three 
vessels, carrying a heavy cargo of cabinet 
ministers, ambassadors, senators, governors, 
congressmen, and prominent citizens, was on 
its way to New Orleans. 


The deep waterway had received a great . 


impetus during the ten hours that the presi- 
dent had been in St. Louis. An audience of 
20000 persons in St. Louis had given te him 
the ideas of the valley metropolis upon deep 
waterway construction. 

At East St. Louis, in the presence of the 
nation’s most conspicuous public officials, 60,- 
000 Illincisans gave to President Taft the 
demand of the state for a practical and @ 
practicable channe} from the lakes to the 
gulf. 48 

Twenty-nine Governors Present. 

Twenty-nine-governors of states sat at 
luncheon with the president. Thirty-four 
United States senators—nearly one-half of 
the upper body of congress—and 278 members 
of the house of representatives, were the 
guests of the St. Louis Business Men's asso- 
clation, which has been responsible largely 
for the work which has been aecomplished 
in the waterway propaganda and which has 
handled the substantial details of the deep 
wat ay convention. 

All m all it has been a notable day in the 
history of the deep waterway. Everybody, 
who is to have a finger in the making of the 
waterway pie was in St. Louis or in East St, 
Louis, 

Governors were running around loose, silk 
hatted senators were a drug on the market, 
and at any minute of the day an extra ses- 
sion of congress could have been assembled 
and a waterway therm and there could have 
been constructed—on paper. 


Hope Replaced by Faith. 

The Mississippi, the Missouri, the Ohio, and 
the Illinois rivers are destitute of steamboats 
for ordinary business purposes, because they 
are all in commission carrying down to New 
Orleans the 3,000 big men of the nation whe 
appear to have arrived at the crux of the 
waterway proposition. 

The members of congress, the governors, 
and the men of affairs have acquired an en- 
tirely new state of mind concerning what is to 
os fought out on the voyage down the river. 

With the curtain scarcely raised, a deter- 
mined sentiment is apparent, which is likely 
to develop into a definite stand before the 
slosing act at New Orleans, upon the propo- 
sition that the middle west, generally speak- 
ing, and the lakes to the gulf waterway, asa 
specific angle of the situation, must be placed 
under the spotlight in the coming session of 
congress, and that the case will be among 
the first on the docket at Washington in De- 
cember. 

Confident of Final Victory. 

With President Taft. Vice President Sher- 
man, Speaker Cannon, and the leaders in 
senate and house firmly recording themselves 
before the great crowds on either bank of 
the Mississippi as favoring the deep water- 
way, the representative men of the valley 
who have been leading the fight for the big 
ditch went aboard the fleet this afternoon in 
supreme satisfaction and confident that the 
personal inspection which the presidential 
delegation will make of actual conditions 
down the river will culminate in a powerful 
movement at the New Orleans convention 
which will fairly astound the nation in its 
eventual rise. 

The presidential fleet gets to Cape Girar- 
deau, Mo., at 6 o'clock tomorrow morning. 
There will be a stop of an hour at the south- 
eastern Missouri metropolis and then the 
boats steam away to Cairo, where Egypt” 
will de assembled in a great throng. The 
third stop of the day will be at Hickman, Ky. 


Scenes at the Embarking. 

With the closing of the festivities in East 
St. Louis, the real object of the assembling 
of federal officials, senators, representatives, 
and governors from all parts of the country, 
the navigation of the Mississippi river from 
St. Louls to New Orleans, became appar 
ent. 

Never in the history of the country had 
such a notable crew embarked upon the broad 
expanse of the “Father of Waters” It was 
the beginning of the trip which more than 
any other influence may bring about the 


construction of a deep waterway between the 


great lakes and the gulf. 

In his speech in the St. Louis Coliseum in 
the morning President Taft practically m- 
timated that the navigation of the Missis- 
sippi would do much to prove the practicabil- 
ity of a deep waterway. It was for this 
supreme test that the assembling had gath- 
ered. 


Scenes of Old Recalled. 

The scene along the water front of . 
Louis recalled the days when the Missis- 
sippi river was one of the great arteries of 
commerce and when it echoed to the song 
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5 core steamboats which were to convey the i 


assembly a thousand miles through the heart 
bot the southland. On every hand were inti- 
matlons that the trip was to be a record 
breaker in more ways than one. 

3 preparation of the trip, which will in- 


clude few stops, the bunkers of every steamer 


were filled to repletion. Temporary bunkers 
nad been constructed on the lower deck and 
these were filled with coal brought from 
the collieries of the Illinois especially for 
the trip. oe 
All day while President Taft, members of 
the presidential party, and congressmen were 
occupied with the festivities of St. Louis 
the crews of the boats which were to receive 
them at nightfall also were busy. It took 
forty-seven carloads of coal to put the boats 
dm a position to make @ record breaking trip 


Gown the river. 


: Great Crowd Sees Departure. 

It was shortly before 4 o’clock when Presl- 
Went Taft left East St. Louis, crossed the 
Eads bridge, lined with its thousands of 
cheering spectators, and signalled the be- 
ginning of the momentous voyage. The levee 
was packed with a surging mass of humanity 
Intent to catch a last glimpse of the chief 
executive. i 

Through this packed mass a narrow way, 
reinforced by opposite lines of stalwart po- 
iMcemen, had been roped off. Down this path, 
flanked by squadrons of police with sabers 
drawn in military array, the president's auto- 
mobile proceeded followed by others which 
| conveyed the rest of the party to their respec- 

tive ships. 
' ‘The scene that was presented as President 
Taft went aboard seemed to presage the 
destiny of the great river when it shall be 
turned into a great carrier for the nation’s 
commerce. Then smoke of the steamers hung 
ow over the water and obscured the Illinois 
shore. It eddied and swirled out over the 
‘river and at times blew inward like a great 
rtain dropped at the end of a scene. 


President's Ensign Breaks Forth. 
When the chief executive aboard the Olean- 
‘@er at 4:20 o'clock, the president's ensign 
broke forth at once from the masthead. 
This was the signal for the slowly churning 
Wheels of the fleet to quicken their pace at 
the same time, while the yoyagers were 
finding their quarters for the cruise. On 
‘board his flagship, President Taft inspected 
his stateroom, chatted for a few minutes with 
his fellow ship .companions, and for the last 
time in St. Louls posed for newspaper pho- 
tographers and granted final interviews to 
reporters. 

Three short blasts from the siren of the 
Oleander announced that the voyage was be- 
gun and sounded the signal for the casting off 
of shore lines on the other boats. The Olean- 
der made a short and graceful sweep out 
into the river to catch the force of the cur- 
— and was followed in order by the whole 

. 

All arrangements for the departure moved 
on with the precision of clock work, and in 
measured order the boats passed down the 
Water front in the ordered array of a mili- 
‘tary parade. 

Blazing Cotton Lights River. 

Then for the moment the smoke lifted and 
the scene was brightened either by accident 
or design. <A bale of cotton, symbolic of 
the pristine glory of the Mississippi flamed up 
on the lower water front and cast a flare 
Over the scene. The flare lighted up the 
river and the boats it bore. It showed not 
only the fleet, but a hundred pleasure and 
motor boats, with sirens open and bells 
ringing, accompanying the guests, as a 
,@enial host, to the gateway of the city. 

' The departure of the fleet was in the na- 
of a naval review. The Oleander, re- 
modeled especially for the purpose and fitted

East St. Louis to. Change Its. 
Name and Break Loose from 
Missouri City.

East St. Louis, III., Oct. 25.—[Special.}— 
President Taft. Vice President Sherman, 
Speaker Cannon, and Gov. Deneen of Illinois. 
speakirg from the same platform at East St.

I will ask the Illinois legislature to perform 
ite duty and Illinois will demonstrate to the 
Mississippi valley and to the congress of the 
United States its sincerity and honesty of 
purpose in fighting for a waterway which will 
ar Lake Michigan with the Gulf of 

exico.” 


Taft Sets the Crowd Wild. 


President Taft set the crowd wild with his 
untrammeled and unfettered statement that 
he stands for the waterway. 

“I believe. in the waterway,” he said. “TI 
am for it, and I shall uge all the power that I 
possess in doing what may be accomplished 
in giving to you citizens of this great valley 
what you so earnestly desire.“ 

Speaker Cannon was not a whit leas affirm- 
ative in what he promised on behalf of 
congress, and particularly of the house of 
representatives. 

We win do. first that which needs doing 
most, cried Uncle Joe, with a characteristic 
wave of his arma. We will throw no 
money into the rivers and we will be consis- 
tent in the policy which will be adopted. 
But, my fellow citizens, we are ready at 
Washington to deliver the goods. Watch us.“ 

Vice President Sherman, bearing the mes- 
sage of the east to the middie west, prom- 
ised the hearty’ and cordial support of the 
eastern states in the project. 


East Depends on West. 


Why. we peaple in the east depend upon 
you people. in the west,“ said “ Sutiny Jim,” 
with a smile that sent the great audience 
into a volley of cheers. “‘ When we help you 
we help ourselves. Why shouldn't we do 
everything in our power for you when we 
realize what you want and why you want it?” | 

Congreseman William A. Rodenberg of 
East St. Louis, primarily responsible for the 
big events which culminated in a monster ini- 
tiation of the down-river expedition of Presi- 
dent Taft, and a practical beginning of the 
definite movement toward construction of the 
big ditch, sent a great current of enthusiasm 
through the assemblage of distinguished 
guests who jammed the platform, by dem- 


mediate business of waterway building. 

Mr. Rodenberg outlined the project, now at 
the dirt fiying stage, which will convert the 
great American bottoms into a manufac- 
turing and agricultural territory stretching 
from just below Alton, thirty miles down the 
river, to a point across the Mississippi from 
South St. Lowvis. A levee thirty miles long 
is to bank the Mississippi for the entire 
stretch of thirty miles, and $8,500,000 is the 
first installment to be paid by the citizens of 
the district, organized by the legislature into 
a district patterned after the sanitary district 
of Chicago. 


Noted Assembly on Platform. 

Upon the platform where President Taft 
formally dedicated the new $350,000 federal 
building for East St. Louis was gathered an 
assembly of public men such as seldom if 
ever has been recorded at a public demon- 
stration like the East St. Louis contribution 
to the waterway movement. 

Besides the president, the vice president, 
and the speaker of the house there. were 
among those present the solid delegation 
from Illinois in the house of representatives. 
Senator Lorimer and a dosen other United 
States senators, Gov. Deneen, Lieut. Gov. 
Oglesby, Secretary wf State Rose, State 
Treasurer Russe]. and two-thirds of the 
members of the Illinois Jegislature.

100,000 on the Streets. 


In the streets of East St. Louis was a crowd 
estimated conservatively at 100,000 persons.

One of the conspicuous incidents of the day 
was the formal application of East St. Louis 
for a diyorce from St. Louls, and a move-

President Taft’s address was brief.

H. H. Gross Declares It Would 


Cost Great Sum to Carry Out. 


Says No Lake or Ocean Steamer Could 
Navigate the Mississippi.

Senator Lorimer’s plan for the proposed 
lakes to the gulf deep waterway was criti- 
cised severely yesterday by H. H. Gross, 
former member of the school board, who de- 
clared the scheme is being promoted as a 
political asset and would become a white 
elephant on the hands of the taxpayers of 
Illinois. 

“The bond issue asked for and voted was 
for $70,000,000,” sald Mr. Rees Everyone 
of experience knows a public enterprise of 
this nature always costs several times the 
estimate. The $20,000,000, it now seems, is 
The United States govern- 


$30,000,000 for a channel from Chicago to the 
„% When we remember that the drainage 
canal was originally a 62. 000, 000 proposition 
and that two and a half times that amount 
already hag been expended, and the end is 
not yet, and that the worthless Hennepin 
ditch cost more than twice the proposed 
gum, the political orator’s estimate that the 
deep waterway job can be done for 520,000. 
000 is not reassuring. If we judge the future 
by the past we may as well understand at 
once that the project will require anywhere 
from $40:000,000 to $60,000,000 to complete. 


Big Business in Shallow Water. 
“Tus Tarom quoted the chief promoter 
of the deep waterway scheme as saying, upon 


his return from abroad, that upon the Rhine 


he saw a single barge carrying 3,600 tons 
of freight, about 120 carbhads, and that it 
drew only six and a half feet of water and 
that the Illinois river now has a foot more of 
depth than the Rhine. Onio river has a 
nine foot channel and with this does a large 
river business. 

“ As an eight or nine foot channel will carry 
the largest barge and will cost but a baga- 


telle to build as compared with a fourteen 


foot “waterway, why cut the deeper chan- 
nel when lake and ocean steamers could not 
use it in any event if it were dug. from the 
fact that these steamers draw from thirteen 
to thirty feet of water? 

„Furthermore if the channel could be made 
a really deep waterway, say thirty feet, neith- 
er lake nor ocean steamers could navigate 
the crooked Mississippi with its sharp turns 
and swift current without the aid of tugs 
fore and aft to keep them within the chan- 
nel. This would make transportation far 
more costly than to ship by raih 


Says Few Will Be Benefited. 


“Tf, as claimed, the waterway would re- 
duce freight rates, the reductiqp would apply 
only between points on the waterway. There 
is no advantage in a combinatich rail and 
water hau) over an all rail haul. The fact 
that only a few towns and cities are on the 
proposed waterway in Illinois and less than 
2 per cent of the farms of the state are with- 
in wagon hal of the channel, what part will 


nonriver territory have in this scheme be- 
yond helping to pay the fiddler’ ? 

“If the waterway should force freight 
charges down between water points, so the 
traffic will be carried at or below the rail- 
way cost, have we any assurance that the 
railroads would not advance rates in other 
directions to protect their earnings account? 
Such things have been known. 

“If incident to the building of the deep 
waterway dan immense water power would 
be developed, that will in the language of the 
chief promoter, ‘create a hive of industry 
lining both banks of the channel for forty 
miles with innumerable factorles, may we 
not well ask where will these plants come 
from? Certainly not from the sky. Is it not 


fair to assume that they will be largely drawn 


from the towns and cities of the state that 
are not upon the waterway? 


Fears for Inland Cities. 

“Tf the cheap freight rates and water 
power should come to pass, may we not ex- 
pect to see industrial plants remove from 
Rockford, Freeport, Aurora, Galesburg, Ke- 
wanee, Danville, Springfield, and other non- 

channel cities and fine them locate at river 
points? The bonding of the state to create 
a waterway would compe! the first named 
cities to contribute to a plan that will work 
their injury. If the waterway does not give 
sufficient advantage in cheag freight and 
cheap power to attract these industries to it 
why build the channel? 

“A number of towns on the Rock river 
have built water power with local capital 
and upon these they pay state and local 
taxes. Shall the value of these be impaired 
or destroyed by reason of the state offering 
superior advantages on the Illinois river? 
As the benefits of the waterway and the 
water power are local instead of general, why 
not let the towns and cities benefited pay the 
bill? 

Sees Politics in the Scheme. 

“Those in state politics urge immediate 
action, Their slogan is to make the dirt fly. 
and that the state build its section of a four- 
teen foot channel at once, no matter whether 
the general government codperates or not. 
If this view prevails, we might have a four- 
teen foot channel to the Mississippi and a 
nine foot channel from there to the gulf. 

The scheme as presented is Il advised 
undigested, extravagant, and indefencibie. 
While it may prove a value.dle political asset 
for the time being, it will surely become a 
ability of white elephant proportions to the 
taxpayers of the state.

| Lesser of Two Evils. 

“They have to choose between scattering 
these persons throughout the city and cor- 
ralling them in one place where they can be 
watched and the contamination be kept from 
spreading. To scatter them certainlyeecems 
an increase of vice. 

“I know something of conditions that 
have followed the abolition of levee districts 
in other cities. In Salt Lake City, where 
there is no segregation, these people of the 
levees are found in all the hotels and in all 


parts of the residence districts of the city. 


New York has suffered the same results, 
and in London they are scattered all over the 
city. I wrote my views with the full knowl- 
edge of police experience in other cities. 

‘Des Moines is not a parallel case to a 
great city like this. These Places can be 
eradicated successfully and the inmates driv- 
en away from smaller towns. 

„What city has the best police regulation? 
There is no best; the police are rotten in all 
the cities. I will say, however, that Chief 
Steward'’s administration is all right so far. 
I believe he is sincere, and lam so ene 
him in his efforts.“

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STRASSHEIM TO ANSWER 
A CITATION IN CONTEMPT. 


Sheriff Summoned Before the Supreme 
Court for His Delay in Placing Ab- 
ner Smith in Penitentiary. 


Sheriff Christopher Strassheim today will 
face the Supreme-court as defendant in con- 
tempt proceedings, prepared to accept pun- 
lishment for his failure to deliver Abner 
Smith of the wrecked Bank of America to 
the penitentiary in accordance with that 
tribunal's instructions. 

The sheriff contends he did not willfully 
place himself in contempt and pleads igno- 
rance of the law and the intervention of Gov. 
Deneen as his excuse. 

It may be, it is explained, that the court 
merely wishes to dispose of the proceedings 
in a formal way, and then it may be that it, 
as the sheriff himself says, wishes to m 
an example of bim Mr. Strassheim will be 
represented by Francois W. Walker. 

Smith went to the penitentiary on June 
14, months after the time set for the begin- 
ning term, and was said to have delayed 
his incarceration through certain political 
influences. It is declared the Supreme court 
got the impression that Strassheim was in- 
fluenced through his friendship for the con- 
victed banker, but the sheriff denies this.

Prof. Edward 8. Ames Says “Higher 
Grade“ Thief Needs More Imagina- 
tion than the Honest Capitalist. 


Dishonest rich men are criticised harshly by 
Prof. Edward S. Ames of the department of 
Philosophy at the University of Chicago in 
an article on Nonrellgious Persons” in the 
at Journal of Theology issued yester- 

5, 

The most hardened holdup man is given a 
position of minor importance beside the thief 
whose operations are carried on through the 
medium of “highly organized industrial and 
financial systems of the modern world. 
The confirmed thiet, writes Prof. ames, 
regards individuals and communities with 
reference to the one point of the spoil they 
may afford. He becomes extremely clever in 
constructmg in imagination the personal 
traits, habits, and surroundings of the vic- 
tim. His knowledge of men is his strongest 
weapon against them. 

But the psychological abnormality. is seen 
on a grand scale where the thief operates 
more indirectly and insidiously with the vast 
and complex social relations represented by 
the highly organized industrial and financial! 
systems of the modern world. 

Such a robber, to be successful, requires 
even greater imagination for the motives 
and mentality of other persons than does 
the honest capitalist or manager; for he must 
not only use the legitimate methods of busi- 
ness, but at certain points he must divert 
them from the proper channels and at the 
same time avoid detection. To escape with 
the plunder may require more brains than 
to seize it. 

“To the highwayman the citizen on the 
stréet is simply an object with a purse, and 
with more or less elaborate equipment for 
protecting the purse by resistance or flight 
and outcries.”’ 


PLEA FOR MANUAL TRAINING. 


John D. Shoop, Assistant Superintend- 
ent of Schools, Discusses Methods of 
Education Needed by Children. 


John D. Shoop, assistant. superintendent 
of schools, made a plea for manual training 
in an address to the Chicago School of Civ- 
ics and Philanthropy last night at the Lane 
Technical High school. 

The meeting was called to discuss the half 
school and half shop plan as practiced at the 
Lewis institute.

DIVORCED COUPLE 
FIGHT OVER BODY 


Dr. Edith Norton’s Former 


Husband Chief Beneficiary 
of Her Mother's Will. 


MEANS A COURT CONTEST. 


Attempt Made to Prevent Daugh- 
ter from Attending Her 
Parent's Funeral. 
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Sensations involving a Chicago woman 
Dr. Edith F. Norton, 118 East Thirty-fourth 
-street—are expected to develop from a fight 
begun yesterday im Galesburg, IIL, over the 
body of Mrs. Sarah A. Tinley, a wealthy 
woman, who died in Galesburg on Saturday, 
and over the will, which she is said to have 
left. 

Mrs. Tinley, who was the mother of Dr. 
Norton, left property valued at $100,000. Ip 
the will which George H. Clark, the divorced 
husband bf Dr. Norton, filed in the probate 
court yesterday Dr. Norton is to receive only 
$500. The bulk of the estate is left to Clark, 
who is a prominent dairyman of Beloit, Wis. 

Following the divorce Mrs. Clark married 
again and came to Chicago to live. She be- 
came estranged from her mother, but the lat- 
ter apparently still maintained an affection 
for her former son-in-law. 

During recent years Mrs. Tinley is said to 
have depended upon Clark to attend to her 
business affairs, When she began to decline 
in health a short timie ago she sent for him te 
come and see her. 


Former Husband and Wife Clash. 

Upon Mrs. Tinley’s death Clark did not 
notify Dr. Norton. Friends informed her 
that hér mother was dead, She hurried with 
her husband to Galesburg. They arrived om 
Sunday, but found Clark in possession of 
Mrs. Tinley’s body. He had removed the 
body from the hospital, where the woman 
died after an operation for cancer, to Mrs. 
Tinley's home. 

Clark also had employed policemen te 
watch the house, and when the daughter 
came she was at first refused admission, but 
later was allowed to see the body of her 
mother. She and her husband then were es- 
corted from the house. 

At the same time Clark wanted the death 
certificate made out in his name instead of 
that of the daughter. Arrangements also 
were made to send the body to Farmington, 
where Mes. ‘Tinley lived for many years. 
Clark intended to go along and planned to 
prevent the ner from being present at 
the funeral. 

Causes Ascent of Clark. 

Dr. Norton, however, outwitted him by 
causirg his arrest at the station on a charge 
of disorderly conduct for refusing to permit 
her to see the body of her mother. Clark 
then was held at Galesburg while Dr. Norton 
and her husband got on the train and accom- 
panied the body to Farmington. 

Meanwhile Clark filed what was declared to 
be Mrs. Tinley’s will in the Probate court, 
but Dr. Norton's attorneys gave notice of a 
contest and presented a petition for an ad- 
ministrator. Dr. Norton said she would 
fight Clark to the bitter end. Judge Rice took 
the case under advisement. Her attorneys 
promised to probe to the bottom Clark's con- 
nection with the will and predicted interest- 
ing developments. They hinted that another 
will is on file in Farmington. 

Clark left Galesburg last night for Beloit, 
where he will appear in court this morning 
in a case brought by Dr. Norton, said to de- 
mand an accounting on notes due Mrs. Tinley... 
Clark denies there bas been any undue in- 
fluence on his. part with reference to Mrs. 
Tinley's will and declared the woman's ro- 
fusal to have anything to do with her daugh- 
ter came from the latter's conduct. 


NO CUSTOMER IN TEN YEARS; 
FIRE FINALLY CLOSES STORE. 


D. W. Stockwell’s Pioneer Establish- 
ment Burns at Aurora—Trained Mice 
and Cats Killed. 


Literally in a blase of glory the quiet and 
methodical business careér of D. W. Stock- 
well, a pioneer merchant of Aurora, in busis 
ness at the same stand for fifty-five years, 
was closed in a fire that swept his store early 
yesterday morning. 

Not a customer had darkened the door of 
the eccentric old man’s store for ten years, 
but he came to his place of business regularly 
each day and remained from 8 in the morning 
until 6 at night. 

Mr. Stockwell, nearly 80 years old, looked 
on as the store burned and expressed no sor- 
row, though.he had not a cent of insurance, 
and the building and goods were valued at

BIRD DOUBTS EVIDENCE. 


Inspector Would Prefer His Sub- 


ordinates’ Word to Photo- 
graphs’ Testimony. 


The Chicago and Northwestern raijroad, 
which ranks next to the Illinois Central in 


the estimation of Chief Smoke Inspector 


Paul P. Bird as a suppressor of smoke, fur- 
nishe@ a spectacular demonstration of how 
little u cares for the dictates of the city in- 
- spector May afternoon. A score of en- 
gines at the Welis street station, some of 
thém equipped with the experimental de- 
vices upon which Mr. Bird has commended 


the road, pouréd out enough smoke to sug- 
gest the burning of a city ore : 

The wholesale violations of the smoke or- 
dinance were witnessed by a reporter and a 
photographer for Tun Trisuns. Pictures 
were taken of the smoke and the numbers 
of the offending locomotives were noted. 

Were the employés of the road trembling in 
fear of Mr. Bird or the officials of the road? 
No, indeed. On the contrary, they evinced 
a feeling of profound security in their law 
breaking, and good naturedly jibed at Tun 
Trispune investigators, who were finding out 
in two hours what Mr. Bird’s record of pros- 
ecutions would indicate did not exist. The 
security of the road rests in the fact that 
polite notes to Mr. Bird thus far have warded 
off suite. 

Trainmen Point the Way. 

Train men laughed as the investigators 
went about the yards taking notes and 
making pictures. 

“ Getting many?” they would ask. There's 
a good one over there in the shed. Look at 
that cloud of smoke. Get a picture of that 
one. Ric 

Practically every engine that came into 
the Northwestern. statibn during the after- 
noon was rolling out smoke freely all the 
time. The sky above the station was dark- 
ened, the footways were covered with falling 
cinders, and the air was stifiing with coal 
gas. The engineer of No. 1300 said only two 
or three engines were equipped with experi- 
mental smoke consumers. but that a few had 
“ blowers,” designed, he said, to kill the 
smoke.“ He said his engine had one in use. 
As he made the explanation No. 1300 was 
pouring out ea cloud of sooty smoke and a 
shower cf cinders was falling on him and 
his interrogator. 


Record of the Smokers. 
Following are a few notes of smoking en- 
gines that stood in the Northwestern station 
between 2:15 p. m. and 4:30: 


No. 708—Getting up steam on track No. 1; smoke 
pouring up to the roof; 2:16 to 2:25.

On the Chicago river, just west of the Wells 
street bridge, four tugs were sending up their 
quota of smoke to the afternoon sky at 4:20 
o'clock. The tug Chicago was a notable 
offender, pouring out a velvety. rolling cloud 
of soft coal smoke. The Mosher, the Sun- 
beam. and the Perfection G. were all sending 
up volumes of smoke at the same time. 

At 3:02 o'clock the Fred Drews of the Great 
Lakes Dredge and Dock company passed un- 
der the Northwestern railroad bridge smok- 
ing freely. At 4:30 o’clock the Rose Jackson 
of the same owners passed Clark street with 
three barges in tow sending up rolling 
masses of smoke and cinders as it strained 
against the current. Tied up to the dock as 
the Rose passed was the Crawford-Jones 
Transportation company’s steamer Macki- 
nac, from whose stack was coming a volume 
of black smoke. The Susie Chapman, frieght- 
er, had just gone down the river deluging the 
buildings in passing with a rain of cinders 
and blackening the sky with aropaque mass 
of smoke. ö 


Bird Somewhat Vered. 

Mr. iBrd, whose praiseworthy achieve- 
ments and whose shortcomings have been 
ehronicied together as a result of Tun Ta- 
UNE’s investigation of his department, re- 
ceived these reports with complacency, min- 
led with vexation. He declared that the de- 
tection of smoke is a subtle art—not an exact 
sclence—and that he believed that the reports 
of the investigators must have been éxagger- 
ated. He wished that one of his inspectors 
had been taken along.

the observations did not fease Mr. Bird.

* Locomotives and Steamer Scorn Smoke Ordinance. 
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China; but they had only a dollar in actual 
cash, and they lost that before they had gone 
many blocks. 

On his return to Japan the experience 
gained by Ito was the basis for his career in 
statecraft which made him chief among the 
mikado’s advisers. 


PLANS REGARDING COREA. 

Asked a few months before his death if it 
was his intention to Japanize Corea (he then 
was resident general of the “ Hermit King- 
dom), and whether Corea was to be wiped 
out as an independent nation, he said: 

“That depends on Corea herself. I should 
like to see Corea independent, provided its 


way that we could be sure it wollld always 
be the friend of Japan. The geographical 
situation of the country is such that it is 
necessary to our peaceful existence as a na- 
tion that it be friendly to us, and that to a 
certain extent it be controlled by us. 

I the Coreans could convince us that that 
would be the case and they would hold to 
their promises they might be independent. 
therwise they.must be subordinate to Ja- 
pan. If not, they will be forming alliances 
with other nations and they would be sure to 
bring us trouble of one kind or another. 


WANTED TO AID COREANS. 

“ As to Corea for the Coreans,’ I hope that 
we shall give the nation a continued exist- 
ence as such, although it may be a sort of 
a dependent independence. We want to aid 
them in developing their country along the 
Unes of the new civilization, and that we are 
trying to do. a 

“ Our first purpose is to make the country 
quiet, orderly, and law observing. We are 
trying to wipe out injustice and extortion, 
and are establishing courts. We have insti- 
tuted a. few schools. We have built some 
railroads and as soon as we have money*we 
shall build more. My chief trouble at prerenf 
is the lack of money. It takes more than 
good will to create civilization, and that is 
what we have to do in Corea.“ 


INCURS HATRED OF COREANS. 

It was ae resident general in Corea that 
Prince Ito incurred the hatred of the Coreans, 
who felt their independence was doomed. 

Bands of Coreans were formed with the 
intention of pursuing a war of extermination 
upon the leaders of the Japanese. Many of 
the mikado's subjects were assassinated by 
the plotters and an American who had been 
chief adviser to the Corean emperor was 
killed in the streets of San Francisco be- 
cause he was suspected of being pro-Japa- 
nese.

SUICIDE THEORY IS SCOUTED. 


Boat Officials Unable to Explain His 
Strange Disappearance. 


Feeling certain, her husband was hurled 
accidentally into Lake Michigan Saturday 
night from the deck of the Graham and Mor- 
ton steamer Puritan, Mrs. Johu M. F. Er- 
win left Chicago last night with her 8 year 
old daughter, Susan, and her brother, Dr. 
Cleaves Bennett, for the latter’s home in Mat- 
toon, III., to recuperate from the shock. 

Erwin's home life had been ideal, according 
to his neighbors, he did not owe a cent, and 
owned, in addition to his $10,000 home at 817 
Central avenue, Wilmette. many thousand 
acres of Mississippi timber land, rough 
valued at $75,000. 

He carried no life insurance, but had de- 
posited about $20,000 in a Chicago bank be- 
fore his marriage as a competency for his 
wife. His financial affairs never had been 
in better condition, according to Mrs. Erwin. 

Sound health, igrnorafice of all forms of 
dissipation, and a devotion to his family that 
was considered remarkable. convince his 
friends that Eros death was not of his 
seeking.

Seen on Boat in Midlake.

The first news that Mrs. Erwin received 
of her husband’s probable death was given 
her by her brother. Through him she made 
a statement that her husband had probably 
become iil, and, being a great believer in 
fresh air, had seized his overcoat: and hat 
from a chair, throwing his coat and vest on 
the floor in his haste. . 

The Graham & Morton officials consider 
it remarkable that Erwin should have locked 
his stateroom window dn the ſnside and the 
door from the outside if he hau been seized 
with seasickness, but do not attempt to 
expiain the disappearance.

He lulls his victim's apprehension, 
and then makes him pallid with fear at sus- 
pected discovery. Finally he diseloses his 
plan. He has both his arms around the 
pillars of the copper market, and it is his 
intention to pull them down and bury every- 
body, himself included, in the ruins: His 
little scheme will cost him his entire fortune 
of 84,000,000 francs, but he hesitates not a 
second in his expensive errand of vengeance. 
Copper goes from 800 to 600. There is a 
panic on the bourse. Through the windows 
come the shouts of newsboys and wrecked 
speculators. Brachard laughs, the other 
shieks in futile dismay. They clinch and 
struggle. Back and forth they fight all over 
the room until excitement, having been suffi- 
ciently manufactured, the curtain drops with 
Samson shaking his heavy shoulders, lift- 
ing himself out of the pandemonium and 
throwing Govain out of the place. Return 
to your kennel and your bone, you cur,” he 
shouts, with other Gallic remarks which it 
may not be proper to repeat.

This scene is the reason for Samson's 
existence. It is violently dramatic, and, if 
one cares not to peer too closely into its 
plausibility, thoroughly effective. Perhaps it 
seems strange that Brachard finds it neces- 
Sary to sacrifice his entire fortune to ruin 
a minor financier. Perhaps this method of 
revenge appears a bit fantastic to the sordid 
American mind. But it is theatrically tumult- 
uous, and few of us pause to think in the 
stress of a noisy third act. Mr. Hackett and 
Mr. Hoops achieve the encounter gracefully 
and in the fury of it the ragged technique 
of the star is Jost. Certainly it means more 
than it did when the anemic Mr. Gillette 
endeavored to negotiate its muscular necegsi- 
tles. 

It remains only to be said that the story 
has a felicitous termination. Brachard and 
his wife undergo reconciliation and agree 
to face poverty and be happy in the here- 
after. In the phrase of a member of the 
numerous audience in attendance last night, 
the finish, after the riotous climax, came 
sweetly, like a cream puff.

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When Maxine Elltott first ‘‘ comes on in 
„The Chaperone she looks out at the 
audience over a gatelike arrangement leading 
into the rug-besirewn rustic summer cottage 
where Act I. is laid. She wears a big, white, 
roge trimmed flat hat anda lovely pink after- 
noon dress, and she is just as beautiful as it 
would seem possible to be. The framework 
of the gate makes also a frame for a three- 
quarter length view of this picture, which 
Miss Elliott is good enough to preserve for 
many seconds 

When the curtain descends on the last act 
she is seated in a rustic swing with brown 
and red autumn woods above her and the 
glimmer of a shiny lake at the side. She 
wears a soft blue gown no less beautiful, and 
a young man's arm is about her waist, while 
the same young man’s voice is saying. Just 
my Madge’’—which is an ending foreshad- 
owed from the start and not altogether in 
the nature of a surprise. 

Between these tableaux there are by fairly 
accurate count 250 other poses no less en- 
gaging. Within fifteen minutes of that first 
appearance Miss Elliott has changed her 
gown for a long, white, soft, trailing dinner 
dress, 

There are rustic benches, sunriges, roman- 

o predicaments. There is a cottage by the 
sea, girls that make fudge in said cottage, 
and a a for every girl—all of which * 


speaks a happy time for those who attend 
principally matinées. Then there is besides 
this a lot of drama and sense and fun less 
obvious, which the large audience of last 
evening enjoyed. 

After the Countess Van Tuyle—Maxine El- 
llott— changes her dress for the first time, and 
while she is descending the wide staircase, 
she happens to glance into the balcony of the 
cottage and sees emerging through a bedroom 
door the man who had. jilted her because of 
her money. He is also the man whom her 
husband is mentioning in a suit which he is 
about to bring against her. 

Jim!“ she exclaims, her white hand at her 
throat, in what you think is probably going 
to be a melodramatic speech, how do you 
do? 

For ten delicious minutes comedy, romance, 
and poses combine for the delectation of an 
audience which is entertained, even if some 
of the points are too subtle to carry well be- 
yond the footlights. 

It is a comedy of manners, and in places 
may be it seems to the housewife and the mas- 
ter of the summer cottage to be too lifelike to 
be comedy. As, for instance, when a maiden 
aunt calls up by long distance telephone sum- 
moning master and mistress to New York, 
and when they come back they find the help 
all gone because there had been extra guests 
for dinner, 

— 

When the Countess Van Tuyle appears at 
the cottage gate, and she is not long from 
Europe, she has come to chaperon a house- 
ful of young women while the master and 
mistress answer that summons to New York. 
When she sees her old wooer, Jim Ogden, on 


the stairs she has just started in on her. 


chaperoning duties, and her first official act Is 
to ask three young men to remain to dinner 
when they have dropped im to see the girls. 
Ten minutes later she takes Jim by the arm 
and simply files with him out of the side door 
for the boathouse—this just after she has 
said he must leave the place immediately— 
where they effect an escape from the Count 
Van Tuyle and the countess’ mother, the lat- 
ter of whom is hoping to bring the couple to- 
gether again. 

They escape by taking a canoe. which sub- 
sequently runs into Hog’s island, after dump- 
ing them in ten feet of water. It is here 
at 4 o’clock on the following morning that 
Act II. takes place, to the accompaniment of 
the sunrise. When the curtain goes up the 
hero lies snoring on a rock, while the heroine 
sits on what she calls my side of the 
island ’’—which is not a large one. Just here 
Miss Elliott provokes an undramatic criti- 
cism, which is that she is a brave woman, for 
she does this and the most of the remaining 
act in costuming and makeup which is more 
like that of the elderly comic woman of light 
opera than that of one of the queens of the 
stage. She has on her companion's dress 
coat pinned ower her evening satin gown with 
large diamond brooches, her diamond hair 
band is on crooked, and her little black’curls 
are frouzy and pulled out long. 

— 

Subsequently she let her companion put 
his shoes on her. It’s a frightful predica- 
ment, but no woman short of Miss Eliott 
would ever dare betray so much anger in 
any situation. Just as romantic love has 
transcended all trials, however, and the 
countess, attired in a lace petticoat and the 
waistcoat of a dress suit, rests comfortably 
in Jim Ogden's arms, the count pushes up in 
his canoe, It is a trying moment anda great 
deal of hard feeling follows, until the count- 
ess puts an end to it by jauntily shoving away 
in a canoe which a farmer has arrived in, and 
from which he carelessly has walked away 
for a moment. 

In act 3 the countess puts in, still arrayed in 
her pretticoat, waistcoat, and misplaced 
tiara, at the edge of the country place in 
the midst of fudge making, lovemaking, and 
merrymaking on the part of those she pre- 
sumably is chaperoning. Before order is re- 
stored the master and the mistress return, 
and a felicitous ending is rapidly effected.

Miss Elliott is wonderfully engaging and 
she acts the difficult role of a heroine made 
almost clownish with fine restraint. The 
supporting company is entirely adequate, and 
the hero, impersonated by Julian L’Estrange, 
whose principal requirement is to look well 
in khaki fishing costume and evening dress, 
is a success. Bettie Coombs, a young sum- 
mer reporter, who ia a sort of up to date en- 
fant terrible, is engagingly impersonated by 
Miss Suzanne Perry.

In raiment still wet from the painter's 
brush, with one of the merriest of musical 
comedies on one side of the footlights and 
an altogether enthusiastic first night audi 
ence on the other, the new Cort theater, 
Dearborn street, near Randolph, made its 
bow to the playgoing public of Chicago last 
night. 

Both play and playhouse scored successes, 
and by the time the lines are thoroughly 
memorized in one, green enamel and ivory 
calcimine will have dried on the other, and 
the combination promises to be a popular at- 
traction for nights to come. 

As far as modern conditions permit every 
detail of the Greek theater is said to be re- 
produced. Majestic fluted columns with 
Corinthian capitals flank a richly wrought 
proscenium arch. Above is, a group of her- 
culean figures taken from old mythology and 
representing Drama, Music, and Song. The 
boxes on the sides are arranged in an un- 
usual stair step fashion, the box behind be- 
ing two feet above the one in front. 

The rows of boxes lead to the balconies, 
which are high above the orchestra and of 
cantilever construction, obviating pillars and 
posts. Tucked away under the first balcony 
is a mezzanine floor with loges. Above every- 
thing is a Roman pergola of vine clad beams 
and lattice, said to have been identical fea- 
tures in the old Taormina theater which 
served Architect J. E. C. Pridmore asa model 
for the Chicago playhouse. 

— 


The ground space on which stands the Cort 
theater makes radical departures in the con- 
struction necessary. In the orchestra there 
are only fourteen rows of seats between 
the footüghts and the lobby. But the audi- 
torium is broad. Each seat is within easy 
range of the stage and balconies and mez- 
zanine floer seem to crowd almost too close 
to it. 

The prevailing color tints are ivory and 
green. This is broken occasionally by gold 
emblazoned banners. Green coloring on the 
seats—which are wide and not close together 
—was not dry last night, neither had enamel 
on radiators and walis hardened, and for the 
distress which was occasioned dozens of 
women patrons thereby no excuse seems pos- 
sible. 

The new playhouse began Its career in for- 
tunate fashion with a comedy with music 
which is likely to achieve immediate popu- 
larity. About the production—taking the 


new operetta and the cast together—several™ 


features impressed vividly. 

There is an abundance of good music. The 
ensemble numbers are particularly attractive 
and four or five songs established themselves 
as hits at a single performance. 

— 


Few of the lighter musical affairs offered 
Chicago during several seasons have abound- 
ed in such altogether good lyrica, while the 
book of the operetta is brimful of amusing 
dialogue and clever situations. 

Expense seems not to have been spared in 
constructing three scenes in almost too 
brilliant riots of color, with an array of 
costuming not in the least bedimmed by the 
colorful background. 

Amelia Stone is billed as the star of The 
Kissing Girl.“ and were it not for that, it 
might be suspected the piece were construct- 
ed bodily for John Park. A crowd of chorus 
girls, comedians, and stars of lesser or great- 
er magnitude, seems to conspire through 
three acts to make Frits (John Park) 
heve a good time, He appropriates it as if 
by right, and his infectious enjoyment spilis 
far out over the footlights.

New York, Oct. 25.—William R. Hearst's 
former political organization, know as the 
Independence league, the machinery of which 
was absorbed by Tammany Hall at the recent 
primaries, up tonight as a legal tech- 
nicality which may seriously interfere with 
the preparation of the official ballots for the 
municipal election to be held on Nov. 2.

May Make Ballots Too Late.

Fervid Oratory by Candidates. 

While lawyers were arguing in court over 
this latest phase of the campaign, fervid 
oratory by the three candidates for mayor 
was going on throughout the greater city. 
Mr. Gaynor addressed a gathering of Co- 
lumbia students and others at the universi- 
ty late today and spoke before à labor mass- 
meeting at Cooper unton tonight. Mr. Hearst 
spoke first at the Murray Hilkiyceum in the 
heart of New York City proper, and then 
crossed over to Long Island, where he spoke 
at College Point and Long Island City. Mr 
Bannard, the Republican no‘ninee, delivered 
a series of addresses in Brooklyn. 

The Hearst and Gaynor speeches tonight 
paralleled each other in many respects. Both 
dwelt at length on police reform and both 
criticised Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, re- 
cently ousted as police commissioner. Here- 
tofore Hearst has made little reference to 
the police, but Gaynor has emphasized ip 
nearly all of his addresses his views on per- 
sonal liberty.“ Hearst followed along these 
same lines tonight. 


Hearst Not for Bingham. 

It has been stated that I would make vari- 
ous appointments if elected mayor, among 
them the reappointment of Gen. Bingham as 
police commissioner,’ Hearst said. These 
statements are absolutely untrue and unau- 
thorized. I have nothing to say as to the 
personal honesty of Gen. Bingham, Wit apart 
from his honesty he is not at all the kind of 
man I would appoint as police commis- 
sioner.”’ 

As to what he considered proper authority 
of the police he said: If 1am elected mayor 
the police shall not be ordered to maltreat or 
insult any American citizen who is not a 
criminal. The police never shall behave like 
Cossacks of Russia and ride down their 
horses upon innocent, law abiding citizens.” 

He refrained entirely from alluding to Gay- 
nor, whom he has attacked in most of his 
speeches, but of the Republican nominee he 
said: ‘“‘ Mr. Bannard is a genial gentleman 
and I do not want to speak disrespectfully of 
him, but I must tell the facts.

Evangelist’s Plea Translated by 
Fingers Wins Converts. 


3,000 AT OVERFLOW TALK. 


„Sunday Christians Denounced by 
Preacher in Loop Sermon. 


Greater than any meeting since Gipsy 
Smith has been in Chicago was the one last 
night in the Seventh Regiment armory, when 
1,000 professed conversion to Christianity 
as the result of the Romany preacher's ap- 
peals. 

Among those who arose to confess their 
sinfulness were four deaf mutes who had 
“listened’’ to the preacher's words by 
watching the fingers of an interpreter.

3,000 at Overflow Meeting.

Meter conducted an overflow meeting which 
was attended by 3,000. Seats in the armory 
were reserved for thirty deaf mutes from the 
School for Deaf Mutes at Jacksonville, III.

“It does not mean merely joining a church,“ 
he said. It means more than that. You 
will feel like letting everybody know about it. 
You will know it. The man who can get 
religion and not know it can lose it without 
ever missing it. I don’t believe in the re- 
ligion that says you can get it and not 
know eit.“ 

When the sermon was over the singing of 
the chorus and the preacher's pleas for con- 
verts began. First one of the thirty deaf 
mutes arose then another. 


Get Message by Fingers. 

Even those who can’t hear a word I say 
are getting my message by watching a man 
talk with his fingers,“ commented Gipsy 
Smith. : 

The big procession of men and women into 
the inquiry room followed the rising of those 
previously converted, who remained standing 
while the new ones filed into the room. 

“ Decent, well dressed. professing Chris- 
tlans were discussed by the evangelist at 
his revival in the afternoon in Orchestra hall. 

There is as much religion in cutting up a 
dress for a little girl as there is in preaching 
from a platform—a good deal more religion 
in taking a little motherless child for a ride 
in your automobile than in carrying around a 
little fancy dog,“ said the evangelist. “‘ Un- 
less all you well dressed people who went to 
church yesterday have radiated good today, 
then your church going is a mockery. 

“The fact is we gas too much, and do 
too little: I'd rather have you heterodox 
and do good than orthodox and do nothing. 
If all of you who said Lord, Lord,“ yester- 
day had lived the Lord today, we would have 
a different city. We would soon close every 
saloon, we would soon close every gambling 
house; we would bead every prodigal boy and 
girl back to God!“

CASE IS HEARD IN SECRET. 


Ex-Husband Wealthy Philadelphia 
Real Estate Man. 


Mrs. Irene Friselle Isman, the former Chi- 
cago actress, well known to theatergoers as 
Irene Frizelle in Peggy from Paris, was 
granted a diyorce yesterday in Philadelphia 
from Felix Isman, a wealthy real estate op- 
erator and theatrical producer. 

The decree was issued following the secret 
taking of testimony before a master in chan- 
cery. The grounds. for the decree have not 
been made public, but it is understood that 
though Isman was represented by counsel, 
he made no decided opposition to the decree. 
W. H. R. Lukens, the master, recommended 
that the decree be granted and it was en- 
tered in the Common Pleas court. 

Cruel and barbarous treatment is said to be 
the technical charge made by Mrs. Isman. 
The plaintiff, while in Los Angeles last May, 
emphatically denied that she had instituted 
divorce proceedings and the first knowledge 
of legal action came last month, wher the 
master submitted his report. 


Neither Appears in Court. 

Neither of the parties to the suit was in 
court yesterday. David J. Smyth, counsel 
for Mr. Isman. was present, but refused to 
make any comment on the case. Mr. Isman 
was equally noncommunicative when seen. 

The Ismans were married secretly in 1906. 
They became acquainted in Philadelphia, 
where Irene Frizelle's dancing as a member 
of the chorus of the Peggy from Paris 
company won the admiration of her future 
husband. 

Miss Frizelle lived in Chicago before going 
on the stage and attended the Hyde Park 
High school. She finished her education in 
the convent of St. Mary’s of the Lakes. near 
South Bend, Ind. While playing in Chicago 
in 1908 the actress was voted the prettiest 
woman in the city by a committee of artists, 
and in the fame season in Boston she was 
declared the handsomest woman that had 
been seen on the stage in that city in years. 

While in Chicago the actress’ beauty and 
popularity caused her to become the especia] 
target for the stage hangers on, and so un- 
welcome did the attenticns of the stage door 
audience become that she organized the 
members of the company into a body to repel 
the advance of mashers. 


Shines Shoes for Charity. 


During the famine in Sweden Miss Frizelle, 
who is a native of that country, attracted 
attention by announcing that she would 
shine shoes forcharity. She charged 25 cents 
for each “shine” and sent the proceeds to 
her suffering countrymen,

Intense Feeling in Iowa. 

In Iowa, the home of Senator Cummins 
and Senator Dolliver, there exists an intense 
feeling.

Cummins insists he 
still is a Republican, and purposes to stand 
by the party so long as it does what he con- 
siders to be the right thing. But it is evident 
the junior Iowa senator will not stand the 
shackles of old time Republicanism. and if 
a new party should arise, representing the 
principles in which he believes, and the Re- 
publican party should fail to adopt those 
principles, then undoubtedly he would take 
the step his conscience dictated. 

Senator Dolliver is satisfied that in acting 
as an insurgent he was justified not only by 
the facts in connection with the tariff but by 
the attitude of his constituents. He may be 
depended upon to act as independently in 
the future as he did at the extra session. 


Nelson and Clapp Indorsed. 


In Minnesota both Senator Nelson and 
Senator Clapp have received evidence of gen- 
eral indorsement of their tariff course. Clapp 
is confident of reélection, and the consensus 
of opinion seems to be that he has ground 
for his belief. The tariff is causing Repre- 
sentative Tawney a great deal of trouble. 
A terrific fight is being made upon him. 

The attitude Senator La Follette adopted 
with respect to the tariff enabled him to re- 
gain much of the influence he had lost in Wis- 
consin. His renomination is probable, though 
a bitter fight will be made upon him. Both 
in Minnesota and Wisconsin Cannonism will 
be an issue. 

Indiana stands stanchly behind Senator 
Beveridge. 

Fortunately for the old line Republicans, 
there is an abounding prosperity all through 
the states I visited. Providence, however, 
and not the Republican party, is given credit 
for this satisfactory condition. Attention 
is called to the fact that the middle west suf- 
fered no serious inconvenience from the 
currency panic of 1907. The crops were good 
then, the farmers received high prices for 
their products. The same state of affairs 
exists now. It is not likely, therefore, that 
prosperity will cut much figure in the way 
the people act next fall. 


Middle West for Progression. 


It may be said there is a trace of section- 
alism in what I have written. The middle 
west does not believe it is sectional. It holds 
that its views are rational; that the tendency 
in all parts of the United States, as well 
as all over the world, is progressive, and it 
believes the country should not be behind the 
times. It holds the time has come for privi- 
lege and property to be ousted from the in- 
trenched position they have so long occu- 
pied, that the people shall have full enjoy- 
ment of the rights which naturally belong 
to them. 

The inhabitants of the states through 
which I have passed are as patriotic as those 
of any other communities. They are more 
national than many people in the east. They 
are demanding, in unprecedented numbers, 
that the government shall be in the hands of 


men who know the views and aspirations of 


the people and who may be depentied upon 
to give expression to their will.

LONDON, Oct. 25.—A ‘gigantic interna- 


formed here. Delegates of shipowners’ fed- 
erations In Great Britain, Germany, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Denmark, and Sweden, repre- 
senting more than 16,000,000 tons of shipping, 
met in London last week and registered a 
new federation in accordance with the Brit- 
ish law. 

This international federation is intended to 
embrace ultimately all the shipowners’ fed- 
erations of the world. French and Nor- 
wegian shipowners have, it is understood, 

given notice of their willingness to join when 
certain formalities are completed. 

The objects of the federation are declared 
to be purely defensive. It is designed to 
resist unreasonable attacks which may be 
made by trades unions and others upon the 
shipowners’ freedom of contract in the em- 
ployment of labor.” 

Operations will be conducted from a chief 
office in London a general council com- 
posed of representatives of the affiliated fed- 
erations.

Half Day Sessions Made N ec 
essary to Accommodate 
Thousands of Pupils.

MANY SIT IN BASEMENTS. 


Supt. Young Requests R. T. 
Crane to Continue Nine of 
His Scholarships. 


Overcrowded conditions in the public 
schools are pointed out in a special report 
sent by Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, superintend- 
ent, to the members of the board of educa- 
tion. Although twelve new school buildings 
were put into use this year, the number of 
pupils attending only half days is 10,620, as 
against approximately 7,000 a year ago. In 
basement rooms the number of pupils is 
2.469, with fifty classes. 

Rented buildings accommodate 2,316 pupils 
and fifty-one classes, and sixty-three schools 
use portable buildings constructed of cor- 
rugated sheet iron as recitation rooms. The 
worst case of overcrowding is at the Whit- 
ney school. where 785 pupils in ten classes are 
limited to half day sessions. 

The report was prepared from data obtained 
in a special investigation begun by President 
A. R. Urion ot the board of education to show 

the committee on buildings and grounds the 
necessity of greater seating capacity. 


Wants Crane Scholarships. 

Mrs. Young has asked R. T. Crane to con- 
tinue nine of the Crane scholarships in man- 
ual training following his notice sent to the 
board more than a week ago that his support 
of the public schools in this respect was to 
be terminated. Robert M. Smith, superin- 
tendent of manual training, expressed the 
hope that the manual training work begun by 
Mr. Crane might be continued. 

Believing there had been a misunderstand- 
ing in regard to the scholarships, Mrs. Young 
wrote to Mr. Crane asking that provision be 
made for the fifteen boys at the Chicago 


normal school who presented themselves for, 


this course. Six of them are provided for 
in the scholarships which were left over 
from last year. 


Intended as an Experiment. 

No reason has been given for the with- 
drawal of the Crane scholarships and Crane 
centers in five elementary schools except that 
Mr. Crane had only infended to support these 
classes as an experiment to show the value 
of them to the school board. They were 
originally intended to continue four years, it 
was said, but an extension of one year was 
made to the time. Mr. Crane is in the east. 

Mrs. Young held a conference with Arehi- 
tect Dwight H. Perkins,.suggesting changes 
in the plans of five new schoo! buildings to 
provide gymnasiums without the additional 
cost of erecting the large additions formerly 
planned.

Miss Kolb Refutes Statements.

Largest Government Vessel on 
Great Lakes Will Be Sta- 
tioned Here. 


AID .TO LIFE SAVERS. 


Policy of Economy Urged by the 
President May. Delay the 
Placing of the Boat. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.}— 
Another vessel is to be added to the United 
States fleet on the great lakes, and Chicago is 
to be the port from which it will operate. 
The boat will be a revenue cutter, one of the 
largest in the service, and will be the princi- 
pal cutter in the great lake district. 


Chicago is to have this boat as the result | 


of the endeavors of Secretary of the Treasury 
Franklin MacVeagh and Assistant Secretary 
Charles Dyer Norton, both of whom are Chi- 
cagoans. The only queation is whether the 
vessel can be built this year, Inasmuch as its 
cost will be around $200000, and in view of 
the present administrative streak of economy 
this addition to the revenue service may be 
considered a luxury. 
Calumet Harbor Needs Boat. 

Nevertheless, it is understood that Mr. Mac- 
Veagh and Mr. Norton have determined to 
obtain a boat for Chicago as soon as poesi- 
ble. It is their opinion that the shipping in- 
terests that center in the Calumet harbor 
Warrant the addition of another vessel to 
that branch of the service.. There are on file 
a number of petitions from various Chicago 
interests, urging that this action be taken. 

In addition to scouting and patrol service 
the revenue cutters are used to succor vee- 
sels in distress. Off the port of Chicago 
there is only the life saving service availa. 
ble for this purpose at present. Beyond the 
bounds of the life savers’ sphere of ef- 
fectiveness the government now is power- 
less to render aid to distressed boats bound 
to or from Chicago. 

Only Launch Now Available. 

This is one of the reas@is why the Chi- 
cago shippers are insistent that a powerful! 
cutter be sent to the lower end of the lake 
At present the only boat in the revenue cut 
ter service stationed at Chicago is a smal) 
patrol launch. The principal vessel on Lake 
Michigan is the Tuscarora, formerly at 
Chicago, but now stationed at Milwaukee. 
The Tuscarora is a first class cutter of 670 
tons displacement and carrying one gun, bu 
the proposed mew boat for Chicago is de- 
signed to be superior to the Tuscarora in 
every respect. e 

For some time the treasury department has 
been convinced that the Tuscarora should be 
transferred to the Chicago station, but every 
proposal of such a move has brought the en- 
tire Wisconsin congressional deleg: tion 
down upon the department with walls of pro- 
test. So, with the demands of the Chicago 
shipping interests for a cutter becoming more 
insistent, it was decided that the only way 
but of the dilemma was the construction of a 
new boat for the western metropolls.

Would Not Banish Greenback. 
What would you do with the greenback 


Nothing at all for the present. Any eys- 
tem we adopt must be grafted onto that we 
have now. Senator Aldrich and the late 
They set 
the wheels in motion which are rapidly turn- 
ing the silver certificate and the greenback 
into subsidiary currency. The denomina- 
tions are becoming smaller and smaller. and 
it win not be long before it will be a hard 
thing to find a silver certificate represent- 
ing above 52. 

In the same way the greenbacks are 
being pushed down into denominations of 
$10, and less. so that for al} practical pur- 
poses now} the silver certificates and the 
greenbacks are both absorbed in retail trade 
so completely that they have ceased to be a 
serious menace to our financial system. 
There remain the national bank notes. There 
are a good many of them to be taken inte con- 
sideration. There is a circulation of some- 
thing like $700,000 000. I think they might 
be allowed to stand about where they are 
for the present. 


Should Raise Bond Interest. 

The government ought to sell its future 
bonds on their merits, fixing the rate of inter- 
est high enough to float them at about par. 
It would be a big job to refund the present 
bonds so as to put them at par independent of 
banking rules. The banks already have 
borne the burden of the loss of premium, 
The bank note might, therefore. be allowed 
to remain for the present as a fixed factor of 
our circulation, the necessary excess being 
supplied by the currency issued through the 
central bank.“ 

What then would become of the gold cer- 
Lificates?’’ 

“Their place would gradually be taken 
by the currency of the central bank. The 
coin they represent would go into the vauits 
of that bank and become the permanent gold 
reserve for an equal amount of bank notes, 
exactly as in the case of the Bank of England. 

“This would leave the central bank in a 
position to issue extra notes based on com- 
mercial paper. and this would furnish the 
elasticity which we now need so much to 
furnish money during crop moving times 
and to call it in when the unusual demand 
ceases. f

DEFENDS VIOLENT WAYS. 


ample of How to Win. 


New York, Oct. 25.—Rarely: has Cornegie 
hall seen such a gathering of .women as as- 
sembled there tonight under the auspices of 
the Equality League of Self-Supporting 
Women to welcome Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst. the British militant suffragette, and 
to proclaim their own right to vote. 

On the stage were seventy-nine teachers, 
fifty-seven physicians, six dentists, forty- 
nine social workers, thirty-eight trained 
nurses, 120 trade unionists, eight actresses, 
including Miss Carlotta Neison and Mrs. 
Beatrice Forbes Robertson; ten musicians; 
Miss Anna Peck, the mountain climber; foyr 
civil engineers, forty-six business women. 
sixteen authoresses, including Charlotte Per- 


‘kins Gilman and the countess de Grammont; 


three sculptresses..one architect, four jour- 
nalists, including Mrs. Elbert Hubbard; six- 
teen civil service women, twenty-five law- 
vers, and representatives of thirteen trades 
in which women compete with men. 


Prominent Women in Boxes. 

Among the boxholders were Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont, Mrs. J. G. Phelps-Stokes, Mrs. Will 
iam M. Ivins, Mrs. E. H. Gary, and Mrs. Hen- 
ry Phipps. 

Though the meeting had been announced 
for 8:15, the hall was crowded long before 
that hour and more than 1,000 were turned 
away. The girl collegian in cap and gown 
was much in evidence, while on the stage a 
forest of banners proclaimed the women's 
organizations represented. Among them 
were those of the Women’s Trade Union 
league, the National American Woman Suf- 
frage association, the New York State Wom- 
an Suffrage association, the Medical Women, 
the Municipal Ownership league, the Colle- 
giate Equal Suffrage league, the Woman's 
Progressive Suffrage union, and the William 
Lloyd Garrison league. 

The flag of Wyoming, the first stgte to 
grant women the suffrage, hung facing the 
stage, and the ushers wore orange colored 
shoulder sashes bearing the legend, “ votes 
for women. 


Mrs. Pankhurst Applauded. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was introduced by Dr. 
Anna Howard Shaw, national president. of 
the Equal Suffrage association, after tele- 
graphic greetings to her had been read by 
Miss Inez Milholland,.the latest recruit to 
the catise, who recently was refused admis- 
sion to the Harvard Law school. Mrs. Pank- 
hurst’s speech was greeted with frequent ap- 
plause. 

„J am not here to tell you why we want 
the vote in England, but how we are going 
to get it,“ she said. ‘‘ You have heard much 
of our methods; you have condemned them.

BORE BODY IN BITS T0 CREBK? 


Chauffeur Says Doctor Threw 
Sacks from Auto Inte Water. 


PAID $25 FOR NIGHT DRIVE. 


Physician Held on Manslaughter 
Charge in Maybelle Millman Death. 


Detroit, Mich., Oct. 25.—After Chauffeur 
Joseph W. Leach had testified today that on 
the night of Aug. 27 he drove Dr. George 
A. Fritch from the physician’s: office to 
Ecorse creék, where the doctor threw into 
the water three sacks they had taken from 
his office, Dr. Fritch was held for trial on 
the charge of manslaughter in connection 
with the death of Miss Maybelle Miiman of 
Ann Arbor. 

Miss Millman’s body was found in three 
sections in sacks in Ecorse creek and the 
lower Detroit river early in September. The 
body bore evidence, the police and county 
physicians, say, that an operation had been 
performed or attempted. 

Chauffeur Leach said he responded to Dr. 
Fritch’s call for an automobile early in the 
evening; that the doctor tod him he was 
in trouble and needed a friend and asked 
about accessible deep water. 

“When I called for the doctor about 9 
o clock,“ Leach testified, “‘ he brought out a 
newspaper package perhaps eighteen inches 
long and said for me to drive to his house. 
We drove into the alley behind the doctor's 
house and under the doctor's direction I took 
half a dozen bricks from a pile in the alley 
and put them in the automobile. ‘While I 
was doing this the doctor went into the yard. 
drove back to his office. We did not remain 
in front of the office more than ten minutes. 
During this time the doctor made two trips 
up the steps into his office. First he brought 
out a sack that was heavy enough to require 
him to carry it with both hands. Then he 
returned and brought out two more sacks, 
one in each hand. 

After we had passed the Rouge I told 
Dr. Fritch I knew of a creek farther on and 
he said to drive there. We drove a little dis- 
tance beyond the bridge that crosses Ecorse 
creek and the doctor got out ara told me to 
turn around. Then he stood on the side step 
of the machine while. we rode back to the 
bridge. On the bridge he opened the door of 
the automobile and threw the sacks into the 
creek. The doctor rode back to the city on 
the front seat with me. 

We stopped under a light and the doctor 
gave me $25. He also told me not to worry 
about a bill I owed him.”

Deputy Surveyor Alleged to Have 
Shared in Cheese Swindle 
at New York.

Five hundred giris, cigarmakers, mostly 
Hungartfans, who are striking for higher pay 
. in the big factory of 
500 Girl Cigar- Hirschorn, Mack & 
makers Fight Co. in New . Bruns- 
Fo wick, N. J., fought 
rty. with forty American 
girls and the police in 
an effort to keep the forty from going to work 
today. Hatpins, umbrellas, stones, and fin- 


| ger nails were used as weapons by the gir! 


strikers and clubs by the police. The cloth- 
ing of several of the American girls was 
ripped from their backs and scores of those 
engaged on both sides were scratched and 
their hair almost pulléd out by the roots. 

The forty American girls, who promised the 
employers to stand by them, got together 
and decided they would go to work, strikers 
or no strikers. That was the signal for the 
first demonstration of the strikers. In a sec- 
ond the 500 had closed about the forty, who 
fought tooth and nail. 

„They're killing me,“ shrieked Grace Wal- 
lace, ferewoman in the factory and the leader 
of the little party of American workers. Chief 
O'Connell tried to force a path to her side to 
rescue her. He might as well have tried to 
force his way through a lot of tigers. After 
the chief’s face was laid open by finger fails 
and his uniform half torn off he didn't hesi- 
tate to use force. Several of the American 
girls were severely injured. For hours after 
the fight the victorious strikers paraded in 
front of the factory.

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Score of Legal Experts Mentioned 
for Supreme Court Bench. 


BOWERS STILL IN FRONT. | 


Associates of Dead Jurist Adjourn Ses- 
sion for a Week. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
Official circles in Washington were busy to- 
night with speculation upon the appointment 
of a successor to Justice Rufus W. Peckham 
o fthe United States Supreme court, who died 
in Albany yesterday morning. It was shown 
that President Taft will have the chaice of 
at least twenty judges or attorneys general 
of national reputation for the place. 

It was apparent that most of those who 
are supposed to have the best opinions on 
the matter were inclined to think the choice 
lies between Lloyd W. Bowers of Chicago, 
who now is solicitor general, and Horace 
H: Lurton of Nashville, Tenn., who now is 
serving on the Circuit bench, but many other 
names were put forward during the day. 

In this connection George W. Wickersham 
of New York, attorney general of the United 
States, was suggested today. Another name 
mentioned is that of Gov. Hughes, in whose 
support there was a story told that when 
President Taft attended the tercentennial 
of Champlain last July he made some re- 
marks indicative of his belief that Gov. 
Hughes would make an ideal member of the 
United States Supreme court. 


Many Others Are Mentioned. 

Some of those who professed the belief that 
Attorney General Wickersham was the logi- 
cal successor to Justice Peckham are saying 
that if Mr. Wickersham goes on the Supreme 
bench it will give Mr. Taft an opportunity 
of showing his appreviation of Solicitor Gen- 
eral Bowers by appointing him attorney gen- 
eral, 

Others regarded as likely to be considered 
for the appointment to the vacancy are ex- 
Judge Hollister of Cincinnati and Frederick 
V. Judson of St. Louis. Mr. Judson is a 
Democrat. Mr. Hollister was a clasemate of 
Mr. Taft's and it is known that the president 
has a high opinion of him. In the last cam- 
paign the Republican national committee 
gave wide circulation to an article written 
by Mr. Hollister in which he told of Mr. 
Taft's career as a judge. 

Still others who have been mentioned are 
Henry M. Hoyt, counselor of the state de- 
partment, Senator Root, Secretary of State 
Knox, Secretary of War Dickinson, Luke 
Wright, former secretary of war. Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner Prouty, and Judge 
Smith McPherson of Iowa. Interstate Com- 
missioner Harlan, son of one of the present 
Supreme court justices, also le mentioned. 

Recess for Supreme Court. 

The United States Supreme court, after a 
se8sion which did not continue more than two 
minutes, today adjourned until next Monday 
out of respect to the memory of the late Jus- 
tice Rufus W. Peckham. The announcement 

Justice Peckham's death was made by 
Chief Justice Fuller immediately after the 
convening of the court at noon. The chief 
justice said: 

“It is with deep sorrow that I announce 
the passing of our eminent colleague and 
dear friend. Mr. Justice Peckham. He died at 
his summer home at Altamont yesterday at 
8:15. The court will transact no business, 
but will adjourn until next Monday.” 

Simple as were the chief justice's words, 
they created a profound impression. ne 
fact that they were spokem slowly and ut- 
tered in an undertone which rendered them 
almost inaudible added te the solemnity of 
the occasion, and this effect was greatly 
heightened by the solemn visages and the 
somber official garb of the justices. 

All of Mr. Peckham's surviving associates 
were in their seats except Justice Moody, 
who is Ill at his home in Massachusetts. 


H. H. KOHLSAAT MAY BE CHOSEN 


AS NEW MINISTER TO CHINA. 


Chicagoan Expresses Surprise That 
His Name Is Put in List of Eligibles, 
Saying He is Not a Candidate, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.— [Special. I—In 
the absence of Secretary of State Knox none 
of the other officials of the state department 
would comment today upon the report thet 
Herman H. Kohlsaat of Chicago is a favorite 
in the field of candidates for the post of 
United States minister to China. 

It was reported that a delegation of Mr. 
Kohlsaat's friends was in St. Louis today 
trying to get an audience with President Taft. 
Whether there is any significance in the men- 
tion of Mr. Kohlsaat's name is unknown in 
official cifcles here so far as can be discov- 
ered. The state department officials say no 
steps will be taken in the selection of a min- 
ister to China untH President Taft returns 
and consults with Secretary Knox. 


RUMOR SURPRISES KOHLSAAT. 

When Mr. Kohisaat was asked last night 
about the rumor emanating from Washing- 
ton that his name had been proposed for the 
position of minister to China he said: 

„Well, that is news to me. I hadn’t heard 
that my name had been considered, and cer- 
tainly I am not a candidate for the mission. 
My interests are all in this country, and I 
am not seeking to enter the diplomatic serv- 
ice. I am much surprised to hear that there 
is even such a rumor afioat.”’

No greater fleet, bent on a peaceful 
errand, has ever navigated the Mississippi 
than the one which left St. Louis yester- 
day bound for New Orleans and the deep 
waterways convention. Inere will be on 
board many distinguished men who have 
never seen the river except when crossing 
it, and the trip will éducate them. It will 
teach them what an asset the country 
has jn its great western river. They will 
be able to form some idea of the beriefits 
to be derived from its connection with 
the great lakes. ;

HE Marquis de Breteull, who has just arrived 
in this country with his American wife, daughter 
of that Commodore Garner of the New York 
Yacht club who perished in a yachting accident 
in New York bay, is one of the most intimate 

friends of Edward VII. in France, their relations dating 
back thirty and even forty years. Indeed, the marquis 
is invited every year to stay with the king at Sand- 
ringham, and it is only his absence in this country 
which will prevent him from being, as usual, a mem- 
ber of the royal house party on the occasion of the 
king's birthday, ten days or a fortnight hence. 


Unlike many other foreign noblemen who have mar- 


ried American helresses, De Breteull has shown no dis- 


position whatsoever to squander the fortune of his} 


wife. On the contrary, he has the reputation of being 
able to make à dollar, or even a franc, go extremely 
far, and has figured with success in many a financial 
enterprise, his taste for the latter possibly being due 
to the fact that he is a maternal grandson of that 
celebrated Hebrew banker, Achille Fould, who played 
so important a role throughout the reign of Napoleon 
III., both as chief financier of the empire and as the 
most powerful of Napoleon's cabinet ministers. 


His patronymic is Torinelier, which may be trans- 
lated into English as “Cooper,” and to this. his for- 
bears added the name of Dé Breteuil. 
time in the chamber of deputies for Argeles, as Royal- 
ist member, but found it prudent to resign at the time 
of the Boulanger episode, being unwilling to identify 
himself with the ephemeral connection of the leaders 
of the party with the brave general. 


Besides being a close friend of Edward VII., De 
Breteuil is on terms of considerable intimacy with the 
kings of Greece and of Denmark, enjoyed the good will 
and the regard of Alexander III., and stood close to 
the late Lord Randolph Churchill and the latter’s Amer- 
ican wife, now Mrs. George Cornwallis West. 


What King Edward always has liked so meh 
about De Breteuil, and also about his other French 
crony, the marquis du Lau, is that they always have 
known how to treat him, that is te say, with the easy 
freedom of personal friendship and yet never forgetting 
his rank. Of course, it has been more easy for them to 
do this than it would have been for any English noble- 
man, since they owed him no allegiance and he was, 
after all, nothing more to them, so far as position was 
concerned, than any other of those heirs apparent and 
crowned heads who seek relaxation and pleasure on the 
banks of the Seine. But they always knew exactly 
how far to go in the prerogatives of close companion- 
ship and old time friendship, and never trespassed 
beyond the border line, causing King Edward to regard 
them as the best types of French breeding and gen- 
tilhommerie.

Prince Brancovan, whose engagement to Bugenie 
Antoniades has just been announced, is quite as 
familiar a figure in Paris as at Bucharest, where he 
occupies a seat in the Roumanian legislature and holds 
a commission in the Roumantan army. Unlike most 
Roumanians who assume without the slightest warrant 
or authority the title of prince, from the moment that 
they leave King Charles’ dominions, where nobiliary 
titles have been abolished by law and no longer can 
be bor#e, his father received from Austria an authori- 
zation to use the title of prince. The patronymic of 
the Prince de Brancovan is Bibesco, the Bibescos being 
an old family of Wallachian Bo)ars. 


One of them, George Bibesco, was elected hospodar, 
or Turkish governor of Wallachia, in 1842, his election 
being subsequently egnfirmed by appointment from the 
suitan. The hospodars of the Christian provinces of 
the Turkish empire in the Balkans, like the Ottoman 
governors of Samos today, were permitted by the 
sultan to style themselves princes during their term 
of office, this being regarded by the Turks as a dignity 
inferior to that of pasha, borne by the Moslem gov- 
ernors of the other Turkish provinces. 

George Bibesco married Zoe Mavrocordato, the 
adopted daughter and heiress of the last prince of 
Brancovan of the house of Bassaraba. The Bassarabas 
are one of the historic houses of the southeast of Eu- 
rope, and may be said to have been founded by Jugomir 
Bassarabas, who flourished in the fourteenth century. 
Towards the end of the sixteenth century the Bassa- 
rabas acquired the great domain of Brancoveni, and in 
1688 received from the crown of Hungary the title 
of counts of Brancovan. Fifty years later they were 
advanced to the status of princes of the holy Roman 
empire. In the early part of the eighteénth century 
the then head of the famfly figured conspicuously in 
the war between the Turks and the Russians, and 
having been found guilty of treachery to both Peter 
the Great and the sultan was strangled by order of the 
latter, along with his four sons. 

— 


On the strength of his marriage with the adopted 
daughter of the last of the Bassarabas, George Bibesco 
assumed the name of Rrancovan, and in 1860 his son 
Gregory, as I have mentioned above, received from the 
Austrian crown the authorization to use the title of 
prince of Brancovan in Austria and Hungary. But, 
of course, he has not inherited the old Bassarabas 
dignity of prince of the holy Roman empire, which is 
extinct. Gregory made his home wholly in France, 
where he died in 1886, leaving as sole heir to his 
honors his son Constantine, whose engagement has just 
been announced. Constantine has two sisters, one of 
whom, Elizabeth, married to Count Matthieu de 
Noailles, has achieved much celebrity as a novelist; 
while the other, Helen, is the wife of Prince Alexander 
de Caraman-Chimay. The young prince's mother still 
lives in Paris. She is the sister of Musurus Pasha, 
who died as the Turkish ambassador in London two or 
three years ago. 

A cousin of the prince de Brancovan, namely, An- 
toine Bibesco, now is secretary of the Roumanian lega- 
tion in London. He has become a favorite at court, 
and has on one or two occasions been invited to stay 
at Sandringham Two of his plays have been produced 
at the Antoine theater at Paris with much success. 


With regard to the Prince de Brancovan's fiancée, 
she is colossally rich. Her father, the late Sir John 
Antouiades, was a Greek, who commenced life as a 
stevedore at Alexandria, where in course of time he 
amassed an immense fortune. During the war of 1882, 
and in the times of confusion and of cholera epidenfic 
which followed, he behaved with such magnificent gen- 
erosity in the relief of suffering and in the organization 
and maintenance at his own expense of special hos- 
pitals and convalescent stations, that Queen Victoria 
knighted him and bestowed upon him a commandership 
of her Order of St. Michael and St. George. Passion- 
ately fond of horticulture, his gardens on the banks of 
the Mahmoudieh canal, in the outskirts of Alexandria, 
enjoy world wide celebrity, and almost every American 
tourist who has visited Egypt will recall their exe 
traordinary beguty and vast extent, 

— . 

Poor old Lord Haddington is decidedly unfortunate, 
Considerably over 80 years of age, he not only was 
thrown last summer from his cob, but also struck by 
the unimal’s hoofs while his foot was entangled in one 
of the stirrvps, and scarcely has he recovered from the 
effects than he has met with another mishap, a rather 
dangerous injury, through the slipping of a bill hook 
which he was plying. For he is an enthusiastic arbor- 
iculturist. 

Lord Haddington is one of the representative peers 
of Scotland, and owes his honors to the fact that one 
of his ancestors, the first earl, Sir Thomas Hamilton 
by name, acted as secretary of state to King James I. 
He was elevated to the peerage in 1613 as Lord Bit 
ning, and six years later, in 1619, was advanced to the 


-earldom of Melrose. On the death of Sir John Ram- 


say, Viscount Haddington, Hamilton secured the per- 
mission of the king to change the title of earl of Mel- 
rose to that of earl of Haddington, by patent bt 1627, 
but retaining the precedence of the original patent of 
1619. 

The present earl of Haddington is the eleventh of 
nia line, is a captain of the Royal Bodyguard of Arch- 
ers. of which the duke of Buccleuch is the chief. His 
eldest son and heir is Lord Binning, who is lieutenant 
colonel commanding the Royal Horse Guards, who 
served in the Egyptian and Soudan Campaigns and the, 
South African war, and is ried to the extremely 
rich daughtér of W. Salting.“ Lord Binning, I may 
add, is lord lleutenant of the county of Berwick.

Many friends of the new ten hour law for women 
which is now before the courts will agree with your 
editorial in this morning’s paper entitled “ Unfair,” 
in so far as it deprecates any censure of a judge for 
rendering a decision in accordance witb his honest 
view of the law. 


Will you permit me, however, to take exception 40 
your unqualified statement that “the Supreme court 
of this state has declared a law restricting the fight 
of women to work more than any fixed number of 
hours a restriction of the right of contract and un- 
constitutional.” 

No such broad proposition can be found laid gown 
in the Ritchie case, and whatever ts there sald of 
the legislative limitation of constitutional rights

Putting Away Summer Clothes. 

There is a firmly grounded idea that summer 
clothes must be put away rough dried. There 
is so little, if any, injury to the materia! from 
careful froning before packing that the wom- 
an who wishes comfort on the first hot day 
will risk it. 

An excellent way to pack the summer 
clothes le to have shelves bullt in an attic 
closet or in a room that is little used. These 
shelves should be lined with blue paper, and 
the clothes neatly folded upon them, if possi- 
bie, at full length. . 8 

See that clothes of the same kind are placed 
together, as all the white linen skirts, lin- 
gerie frocks, tailored shirtwaist, and so on. 
In this way if one of these articles is wanted 
in a hurry there will be no mad turning over 
of one’s entire wardrobe, with ruin to careful 
ironing. 

To insure a good color after several months 
it is well to put blue paper or heavily blued 
muslins between separate pieces, or at least 
at frequent intervals among them. Cover 
each shelf with a blued muslin or old crib 
sheet. Hang sheet inside closet door to keep 
out dust.

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Shippers Apparently Disre- 
gard Denial by McCrea of 
Coming Increase. 


RAILROAD MAN HITS BACK 


Declares Unjust Comparison Be- 
tween Carrying Cost and 
Earnings Is Made. 


~ 


Shippers are continuing their campaign 
against an increase in freight rates, despite 
a written denial by President McCrea of the 
Pennsylvania that the carriers contemplate 
advancing chargee. At their Cincinnati 
meeting last week the shippers prepared 
figures showing the Increase in the net earn- 
ings of the raflroads since 1897 as a reply 
to the pamphlet on Diminished Purchas- 
ing Power of Railway Earnings” by C. C. 
McCain of the Trunk Line association. The 
shippers’ figures in turn are attacked in a 
bulletin issued yesterday by Slason Thomp- 
son of the bureau of railway news and sta- 
tistics. 

Mr. Thompgon presents statistics to show 
that while the net income during 1907 ex- 
ceeded that of 1887 by 458 per cent the m- 
crease in services rendered was even greater, 
and he repeats the assertions of Mr. McCain 
that the price of everything the railways 
carry, from peanuts to pigtron, has gone up 
since 1897 while the average charge for car- 
rying them has gone down. 

Mr. Thompson complains that the shippers 
have chosen to make comparisons between 
the fattest year in the annals of American 
railway operation and one of the leanest, and 
that in their comparison of dividencs have 
omitted the fact that in 1887 only 20.9 per 
cent of the stock paid any at all. 


Objects to Per Mile Basis. 

He also objects to their use of the per mile. 
of line basis on the grounds that while the 
miles of line have only increased 24.1 per cent 
in ten years there has been a phenomena) 
increase in auxiliary tracks ainounting to 
76 per cent for second track, 99 per cent for 
third track. and nearly 70 per cent for yard 
tracks and sidings. 

The figures of railway operation, he de- 
clares, are shown by the ratio of operasing 
expenses to income which was 67.06 in 1897, 
7.53 in 1907, and advanced in 1908 to the 
unprecedented figure of 69091. While the 
shippers cite an increase of 56 per cent in the 
excess of revenue over cost per train mile 
he says they ignore the essential fact that 
the difference resulted from an increase of 
service rendered per train mile in the mean- 
time, being 68.6 per cent greater in 1907 in 
the case of freight and 38.8 per cent in the 
passenger service.
